BURNED TO DEATH 


Salvation Army Hotel in St. 
Louis Is Destroyed.

FOUR MEN LOST THEIR LIVES.* 


Thirty-five Others Were Injured, Some 
Seriously—Some Narrow Es­ 
capes of the Guests. 


S t Louis, Kor. 28.—Four men were 
burned to deatn and probably thirty- 
five injured, many seriously, in a fire 
early today that practically destroyed 


It was his precocity, however, which 
led him into crime, and many conS- 
deace games which more experienced 
hands would scarcely have undertakei;

Murphy had been % traveling sales­ 
man for the Harvest fOng Distilling 
company. He was found at 11 o’clock 
Saturday morning In the Ifighth street 
rooming house by his chum, Harry 
Roller, with w^om he had been to the 
theater Friday night. 
When Roller broke In the door he 
found his chum beyond medical aid 
and Coroner Thompson was summop- 
ed. Roller said Murphy had no love 
affair and Inquiry at the office of the 
distilling firm revealed that his ac­ 
counts were straight.

I figured 
that the punishment for letting a pris­ 
oner escape would be about as hard as 
that for desertion, so I deserted. I 
went to Sedalia and was there arrest­ 
ed for robbing ff'freight train. The 
town maridial at Sedalia made me 
mad because he put on airs about 
catching me, so I decided to take the 
case out of his hands by confessing 
desertion and letting Uncle Sam take 
charge of the matter. I did this to 
get even with the marshal and I got 
eighteen months in prison. 
“ The court-martial that tried me 
tooic a long time considering my case. 
My captain testified in my tavor. He 
told the court of my preventing a pris­ 
oner from escaping two weeks before 
and I guess they couldn’t see'why 
should run away with a prisoner at 
another time so^ near to iL In the 
prison I had trouble with the guards 
and they ‘got it in for me,’ reporting 
me whenever J broke the most trivia 
rule.”

The action resu lting in the 
ju dg­ 
ment 
against 
J^avenwortli 
was 
brou ght on September 22, 1886, and 
is exactly similar to that now brou ght 
by Coleman. The prayer of the peti­ 
tions is for exactly the same thing, 
and the ju dgment is exactly as the 
one Coleman has asked for. 
It was a su it by “The state on rela­ 
tion of the attorney general, against 
the city of Leavenworth, to forever 
ou st said city from exercising or at­ 
tempting to exercise the power to au ­ 
thorize or license the sale of intoxi­ 
cating liq u ors therein.” 
In March, 18S7, the su preme cou rt 
rendered an opinion which, in effect, 
permanently 
enjoined 
Leavenworth 
from collecting fines or licenses from 
saloons and su bjecting the 
officers 
who did so to su mmary pu nishment 
for contempt. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the city 
government has for many years since 
that ju dgment was rendered, openly 
and notoriou sly connived 
with 
sa­ 
loons. Only the other day the Ix^av- 
enwortli papers q u oted the mayor as 
issu ing an order to saloon 
keepers 
not to permit women to loiter in thjir 
places. The ju dgment of the su preme 
cou rt in the I^avenworth 
case 
is 
fou nd on page, 314 of the Thirty-cixth 
Kansas reports and is as follows: 
“It was decided in ?tate v. 
The 
City of Ttipeka (30 Kas., 653) that 
cities in this state have no power to 
license or impose a license tax on the 
bu siness of selling intoxicating 
li­ 
q u ors, contrary to the provisions of 
the constitu tion and 
statu tes; 
and 
that If a city assu mes su ch u nlawfu l 
corporate power it may 
be 
ou sted 
from the exercise thereof by proceed­ 
ings in the natu re of q u o w'arranto. 
“Therefore, the only q u estion to be 
considered in this case Is 
whether 
the city of Leavenworth has attempt­ 
ed to au thorize or license the sale of 
intoxicating liq u ors. 
This is a q u es­ 
tion of .fact for 
ou r 
determination 
from the evidence introdu ced. 
An 
examination of the evidence satisfies 
u s that, althou gh tire city of Leaven­ 
worth has not by 
any written 
or 
printed licenses expressly au thorized 
the sale of intoxicating liq u ors, it has 
effectu ally done so by the action of 
its officers. 
“The shifts and su bterfu ges adopt­ 
ed for that pu rpose are even more 
cu lpable and indefensible than if the 
officials had au thorized, in 
writing 
the sale of intoxicating liq u ors. 
No 
indirection or other evasion of this 
matter can possibly excu se Leaven­ 
worth city, or render the illegal and 
wrongfu l acts of Its officials blame­ 
less and innocent. 
“Ju dgment will be rendered in fa­ 
vor of the plaintiff and against the 
defendant, as prayed for in the plain­ 
tiff’s petition.” 
Under this ju dgment Attorney Gen­ 
eral Coleman, Governor Hoch or any 
one else might have cau sed the of­ 
ficials of Leavenworth to be cited for 
contempt and the cou rt wou ld have 
been 
bou nd, 
u nder 
Leavenworth’s 
glaring and long practiced contempt 
of the cou rt’s order, to have thrown 
the officials in prison or have fined 
them heavily.

The fish o f the mo untain and hill 
streams are inch fo r inch and po iiml 
fo r po und much gamer and 
better 
fighters than the members o f their 
o wn tribes in the sluggish streams uf 
the bo tto m co untries, says the Kan­ 
sas City Star. 
Xo rih Arkansas and 
So uthern Misso uri, 
thro ugho ut 
the 
Ozark mo untain regio n, 
abo und 
in 
co ld, clear streams in wiiich are to 
be fo und the ganiest o f all the game 
fishes o f these states—the J ack sal­ 
mo n o r wall-eyel pike. 
This fish at­ 
tains a weight o f ac great as ten and 
twelve po unds, bites readily at a live 
minno w and puts up a fight to be re­ 
membered when o nce 
it 
is 
fairly 
ho o ked. 
Fishing in these mo untain streams 
is no t so fast as in the lakes and riv­ 
ers o f the lo w lands and there is 
never the chance to catch large num­ 
bers o f fish as in the case 
o f 
the 
o ther waters, but each fish gives a 
battle ro yal and never are they drag­ 
ged in like w’ater so aked chunks o f 
wo o d as is so o ften the case with the 
fish o f the sluggish waters. 
Of the fish in Ozark waters 
the 
mo st entertaining to the angler are 
the bass, including the striped o r 
ro ck bass, 
the 
small 
and 
larg^ 
mo uthed bass, the crappy o r speck- 
eled perch and lest but no t least, the 
jack salmo n, easily the king o f aH 
the regio n. J ack salmo n are no t go o l 
biters no r are they so abundant in 
these streams that it can be really 
fished fo r, and therefo re, tho se that 
are caught are generally secured by 
bass fishermen, the bait fo r the two 
and metho d o f fishing being much the 
same, except that the salmo n rarely 
strikes at a tro ll. 
There are tv/o general ways o f fish­ 
ing fo r bass In these streams, the first 
with a fio at and sho rt po le o r ro d an» ! 
reel, fro m the bank o r fro m a bo at, in 
co mparatively still water. 
The sec­ 
o nd metho d is with a lo ng cane po le, 
a line two o r three times the length 
o f the po le, a heavy sinker three feet 
fro m the ho o k and no flo at at all. Tn 
this kind o f fishing the swiftest water 
is so ught o ut and the bait, a live min­ 
no w, 
cast far 
o ut into the rapids 
where the water is lashed Into fro th 
and waves o f large size are co ntinu­ 
ally fo aming writhing and seething. 
It is because o f this that the heavy 
sinker Is emplo yed as^ a smalt o ne 
wo uld never ho ld the bate in such a 
current, and a flo at wo uld o nly add 
to the difficulties o f the gaipe. 
This fishing requires co nsiderable 
skill, as the lo ng line is hard to han­ 
dle, bo th in putting o ttt tlie b^t apd 
In landing the fish, and o ne no t expert 
in its use will almo st invariably lo se 
such fish as strike. 
It is hlgjily ex­ 
citing, ho wever, and is a fair pitting 
o f the angler’s skill against the cun­ 
ning o f the fish, and/therefo re sho uld 
appeal to every true spo rtsman.
